Within a period of Issa than ten years 


oraogea and lemons will rank among tbe 
leading horticultural products of Fresno 
county. The industry ia at present in 
its infancy, i{, indeed, it baa yet reached 
a point in the course of development 
which entitles it to be classed as aa in- 
dustry. At any rate it is far enough ad- 
vanced in the experimental stage to 
demonstrate that it can be made a suc- 
cessful industry, and from this time it 
will make rapid strides. 


Heretofore the growing of citrus fruits 


in Fresno county has been scarcely more 
Iban a dooryard pastime. 


Most 
of tie 
trses 
were grown 


merely 
for 
ornamental 
purposes 


or ia an experimental way, but men 
who have found out the result of experi- 
ment and who have carefully investi- 
gated all the essential conditions of soil 
and climate, are going to engage in 
orange and lemon growing in this county 


i a business. 
For two or three years past there has 


been considerable planting of citrus fruit 
in this county, principally oranges, but 
tho amount of planting has been neces- 
sarily small, because the scarcity of trees 
and the very high prices at which they 
wore Bold. 


A majority of the people in this county 


who own the best orange laud, located 
in the warm belt of the lower foothills, 
are not wealthy, and consequently while 
orange trees imported from southern 
Calilornia have been selling at from $1.25 
to $2.50 per tree, they have done very 
little planting. 


That difiiuulty is about to be over- 


come. To meet this rapidly growing de- 
mand in Fresno county, and in central 
California for that matter, tho Fresno 
Citrus Nuraery company h»fl been organ- 
ized, and now has iu process of develop- 
ment what will doubtless prove to be 
one of the most extensive citrus fnit 
nurseries in the state. The members of 
lliie company are (3. W. Marshall anil F. 
H. Wilson, of the nursery flrm of Mar- 
shall & Wileon, and C. W. Nioklln, of 
the Expositor. They are wide-awake, 
intelligent and honorable business men, 
and have 
engaged in an enterprise 


which will prove of great benefit to this 
valley, as well as to themselves. 


Auout a year ago these gentlemen hav- 


ing become impressed with the grand 
possibilities of citrus fruit culture in the 
thermal belt of thin and adjoining coun- 
ties, also took notice of the fact that 
orange trees shipped here from southern 
California, alter adding to the cost of an 
expensive tree a verr high rate of trans- 
portation, wero too high in price to ad- 
mit of general planting. Taking those 
conditions for a basis of operations, they 
formed a copartnership and proceeded to 
carry out their plans. 


They spent several weeks in looking 


over the foothill country for a suitable 
location, aud after thorough investina- 
tlon selected a ouitable tract from the 
lands 
of 
K. 
G. 
Berry, adjoining 


the Admiral's celebrated orange orchard 
near the anciuat town of Centerville. 
The nursery is located one mile north of 
this orchard, and one and two mile a re- 
spectively aouth of the historic orchards 
of Burns and Hn/.tilton. 


A representative of Tim RIEI-UUUCAN 


made a trip a few days ago to this inter- 
esting locality, the present "orange cen- 
ter" of the county, and WAS very much 
surpriECil at Iho results which have boon 
achieved there in a very short time. He 
was especially surprised to find a nui 
ery of 80.0UO seedling oranpo trees 
growinu luxuriantly, when the fact had 
hardly been made 'rm"lic that a begin- 
ning had been made on such an under- 
taking. The nuraery Is located on a 
table land lyitiK slightly above the alti- 
tude of tho Kings river bottom lands, 
which it adjoins. It fs sheltered on the 
north and west by a low range of hills, 
on the east by the mountains, and the 
locality is practically frostleas. Plants 
which are killed to the ground every 
winter in tho unsheltered portions of tho 
valley, are here scarcely touched by frost 
in the severest weather known. 


The nursery company In May last 


secured from Redlandfl, San Bernardino 
county, 00,000 fine seedling orange trees, 
a portion of which had been grown by 
Mr. Nicklin, and having previously pre- 
pared the ground by careful luvelmtr, 
tho trees wore planted under the per- 
sonal supervision of Mr. Wilson. The 
trees arrived in prime • condition and 
tbeir growth line been turprising. From 
plants smaller than a lead pencil in 
thickness they have grown to tbo aver- 
ngesizBof a man's flngir and between 
two and three feet high. They would 


)beeo etlll higher bad not the top 


been cut off at planting for tbe purpose 
of securing a more stocky growth and 
ess height. The long tap root waa also 
cut back, and M a result »§ch tree h*a a 
mass of flbroua roots which will greatly 
ftdlitate ite growth when transplanted. 
Tbey are aplendid, thrifty trees, and lu 
a few days the work of budding them to 
choice varieties will be commenced. 


Of the first budding done, the larger 


part will be 
budded to Washington 


navele, the 
present favorite among 


;rowere in California. 
Tbe unqualified success which has at- 
euiled this undertaking from the very 
start is without doubt due to tho very 
careful and thorough manner in which 
the work has been done, qnlte as much 
HI to the perfect adaptability o{ the rich 
red soil to the growth of citrus trees. 
Water ie carried to every foot of the 
nursery through em all wooden flumes, 
which are so arranged that the exact 
quantity of water desired can be taken 
out between each row. The important 
work of irrigating the nursery is by this 
aieuns done expeditioualy, evenly and 
thoroughly, anil the treea show (he ef- 
ect of it. * 


This enterprise has been Inaugurated 


so quietly that but comparatively few 
people iu the county even knew of its 
riistence, and yet the gentlemen who 
jave engaged in it have already ex- 
pended over $5000 ftnd will invest sev- 
eral thousands more before their stock is 
ready to place upon the market. Al* 
.hough it is the first citrus nursery to be 
established in thie valley, it can hardly 
je looked upon In the Hunt of an experi- 
ment. Orange growing ia that immedi- 
ate locality has been a perfect success in 
a small way for nearly twenty years, and 
where oranges are an aeBvtred success a 
nursery will evidently thrive. 
* 


In this immediate vicinity is most of 


.he planting in the real orange belt of the 
county. Here are F. G. Berry's famous 
thirteen trees, now seventeen years old 
and bearing heavy crops for many years 
past. Mr. Berry also has thirty-five 
acres of 3-year-ol'd trees, which will this 
rear average over 150 oranges to the 
ree. 
The trees are all perfectly healthy, 


vigorous and making very rapid growth. 
8. View, John Drager and Dan Eringer 
aUo each have twenty acres of flourishing 
roung orange trees, aud Dr. Hare has 
wonty acres partly planted to oranges. 
Sear by are aleo the celebrated Burns 
and Hazel ton orchards, of several acres 
_jcb, and all in full bearing. Young 
Mr. Hazelton, a litlle higher up the 
•iver, also has a beautiful young orchard 
>f navel trees, and U. W. Lewis, the 
jurseryman, has this season planted 
.wenty acres near the nursery for non- 
osident parties. 
This is the extent of 


^be oninge growing industry in this lo- 
cality at preeeut, but the ear.y future 
will undoubtedly see a development that 
will change tho Kings river valley where 
t paRBes through the lower foothills from 
ts present pastoral and agricultural uses 
o a garden of horticulture, chiefly of 
citrus fruits. 


That which 1ms been done aud is being 


done here can bo duplicated in hundreds 
of sheltered valleys in the foothills where 
water can be had for irrigation, and tbo 
next few years will see them put to that 
use. The enterprise of the Fresno Citrus 


eery company will do much towards 


iringing about that result.

The article in Sunday's RKPUBUCAN 


on the unisafeneBa oUhe K-atreet. isctiool 
building caused much comment and re* 
gret. The inconvenience that muat re- 
sult even from a temporary vacation of 
the building has already been pointed out 
and the patents, whose children at- 
tended school .there, are much dissatis- 
fied with the turn of affairs. 


The fourth, tilth, and sixlhsrades have 


been provided with room'in 'the U-Btreet 
echool and many papile took their places 
there yesterday. Quite a number stayed 
away, however, aud the reason some of 
the parents give for not letiioR their 
children go there, ia on account of the 
school's vicinity-to Chinatown. There 
ia nothing in this objection, however, for 
the building ia aome distance from the 
Ctiineee quarter and pupils attending the 
0-etreet school do not have to pass 
through China own to get there. 


They may go to Merced street and out 


Merced to C street. 
Moreover, there IB 


DO danger to pupils of this age from the 
railroad croesinR if they exercise ordinary 
care. The only valid objection that can 
ae made is tbe distance. 
This is not a 


Gerioua one by any meane, and the chil- 
d;ou should not be permitted to miea fn- 
etructiou on this account. 
To miss a 


month or eix weeks' schooling now will 
result in keeping tbe pupils back for the 
whole term, perhaps.

Mr. Swarlz says the building shows

It has always been a knotty 
problem to the intelligent builder why 
specifications so faulty should ever havo 
been accepted. 
And now, Mr. Editor, 


you seem to think the whole fault is 
with the contractor. If you take the 
time and trouble to carefnlly look into 
the matter you will soon he convinced 
vou are in error. The writer is personally 
acquainted 
with tbe contractor and

Morifz Hahner Destroyed by 


Flames. 


THE INQUEST EEtD YESTERDAY 


Fire Believed to be of Incendiary 


Origin—Funeral of the Unfor- 


tunate Man. 


After Tun REPUBLICAN had gone to 


press Sunday morning it was discovered 
,hat a man had lost his Hie in the build 
ng oo J street, between the Phillips 
milding and tbe Grand Central stables, 
which was destroyed by fire about twenty 
uiinutos before. 


The firobad neatly boeo' extinguished 


when a fireman found tbofcody of a man 
ying on a cot. Several of them Imme- 
diately carried it out 'and took it to 
Stephens & Bean's undertaking eetab- 
ishraent. Tbe dead man proved to be 
.loritz Hahnttr, who occupied part of tbe 
mildiag as a gunsmith and bicycle re- 
lairer. 
Tho,body was burned black, about the 
ace and neefe, and the fingers were 
turned almost to a crisp. One foot, 
which had protruded from under the 
:over, was also severely burned. From 
ho appearance of tbe corpse when found 
Banner bad evidently been asleep and 
was asphyxiated before lie could maka 
even an attempt to save himself. 


The inquest was held before Deputy 


/orouer Stephens yesterday morn log, 
)r. W. P. Miller, who had known the 
cceased for nine years, was the first 
itness. 
Tim doctor said he first met Hahner in 


\laineand that he bad living at Kewcas- 
le, in that Btate, a wife mid five chil- 
dren. Deceased had fcDen in this county 
about three yeare. He worked for A. 
Yarnekros before he started in business 
or himself. 
Witness 
further stated 


iahner slept in his store several times 
tnd he had found it very difliuult to wake 
him, he being a hard sleeper. 


G. H. Walley, assistant chief of the 


ire department, testified that he was 
one of the firemen who helped to extin- 
guish the fire. He did not know that 
any one was in the building until tbe fire 
was pretty well put out. lie helped to 
arry the corpse from the building. He 
ltd not think that tbe fire originated 
rom the explosion of Mr. Hahnei's 
map. The lamp was eitticE on a high 
tool and had cjneiderable oil in it. Tho 
:himney was broken, but that is eup- 
joeed to have been done by tho water. 
There was a great deal more headway 
made by tbo fire in front of the building 
ban in the rear, showing that it must 
iave originated in the front. He thought 
hat the deceased was in no way con- 
nected with the origin of tbe fire. 


E. Ricgine, another fireman, corrob- 


trated the evidence of nlr. Walley, only 
IB felt certain the fire originated in the 
hoe store in the north treat corner of the 
uildiug. He smelt coal oil very plainly 
hen he first reached the burning build- 
ntr. He saw no coal oil cane, however. 


The jury returned a verdict of death 


iy Euffocaticn caused by smoke and heat. 
)eceased was 41 years of age.

The funeral took place at 2 o'clock 
'esterday afternoon under the auspices 
f the Hermann's Sons anj the Odd Fel- 
ows. 
The burnt building was of wood, cov- 
red with corrugated iron, and was the 
he property of H. B. Choice. It was 
nsured with Mattlngly & Stanlford for 
about f300. The stock of Hahner wafl 
netired in the eame firm for about one- 
bird of ite vahio. N. Geary, a cobbler, 
occupied the other hall of the building, 
and is said to have had bis (stock insured 
or £400.
